indexing a location for attaching the inner widow frame to the sidewall, the releasably 
coupling mechanism further includes a first and a second engaging mechanisms, 
wherein the first engaging mechanism includes a first flange with a first plurality of teeth 
and the second engaging mechanism includes a second flange, for toothedly engaging 
the first plurality of teeth to the second flange, these along with the rest of other 
limitations/features as claimed.
